Captain J ohn D. Carbtrec, the Presi­ 
dent of the association, closed the three 
days exercises with appropriate words of 
farewell to the soldiers: 
We giv e quite a full synopsisof J udge 
Crabtree’s speech. 
Addressing his com­ 
rades, he said: 
When we adv ertised tlris 
re-union the understanding was that it was 
to be held for three days. 
This is the 
third day and the lime is coming when 
we must bring our gathcriug to a close, 
and separate once more. I said to you last 
year at Sterling that if you would come 
this year to the head waters of the Hen­ 
nepin canal we would do all in our power 
to make your stay pleasant and your wel­ 
come a cordial one. 
Wo hav e done w’iiat 
we could to carry out that promise. 
It is 
ao small matter to prepare for, and carry 
on a r -union like this, for three days, in 
a town no targer than Dixon and under 
ibe auspices of a post of the G. A. II. no 
stronger or wealthier than the Dixon 
Post. 
But as I hav e said, we hav e done 
what w*e conld, and if you hav e been half 
as glad to be here a9 we hav e been to 
hav e your pr ^ence, we are well repaid 
for a ’l our efforts to make this re-union a 
success. 
And let me say this. 
If in the 
speeches or addresses made here, there 
has been anything calculated to giv e of­ 
fense, if in the enthusiasm of the occas 
ion or the circumstances, anything has 
been said by the speakers bordering upon 
politics or partisan feeling, don’t hold 
the Grand Army of the Republic respon­ 
sible for it.

I remember having a tooth pulled once 
by the old doctor. 
His wife seated her­ 
self in a chair, and placed me on the 
floor with mv head clasped between her 
knees. 
Then the doctor brought out his 
turnkey— which was constructed some­ 
what like one of the levers with a mova­ 
ble hook used for the rolling of logs—and 
fished from his pocket an old bandana 
handkerchief, which 
had done service 
for mouth, nose, and perspiration for a 
month or two, and wadded it about the 
handle of the machine. 
This bundle In* 
pushed in my mouth, after having lanced 
the gums, and commenced working to 
get the end of the hook under tin* edge of 
the tooth. 
Having accomplished this, he 
began to grind on the handle, and at the 
same moment the* old lady tightened her 
grasp on my head. 
The top of my head 
seemed being pried off, and all the m ar­ 
row in my bones seemed to he pulled up 
in strings toward my neck. 
Crack! the 
instrument slipped off. 
Again it was 
fixed, and again the top of my head was 
turned upward with a violent crash, and 
again the reluctant marrow was drawn 
out in strings. 
Three times did the ma­ 
chine slip; the fourth trial was made, 
the top of my head was wrenched en­ 
tirely olV, and the marrow in my system, 
my boots, liones, and all, appeared to l>e 
drawn up with a terrific pull, and the 
molar was extracted. 
I pocketed the tooth, he jMxketed a 
shilling, and then 1 left. 
It was not an uncommon occurrence in 
those days for the doctor, when trying to 
locate Ids hook beyond the space filled by 
the handkerchief, to hitch on the wrong 
tooth, and to jerk out a sound grinder in 
place of the real offender. 
In such a 
case the sufferer took it all good ntu- 
turedly, and underwent with such endur­ 
ance as he could the correction of tho 
Jbiunder.— “ Poliuto” in Chicago Times. 


P E R C E P T IO N 
O F 
T H E 
BL IN D. 


A Sort of “ Six th St*n*p,“ Ke Milttnfl from 
the Union of H e a ring a nd Towe l» . 
The question is often asked: By what 
means does a jierson unable to see find 
his way from place to place, or know 
when to turn n corner, or even keep on 
the sidewalk, 
etc.? 
That some such 
power is |HiH8eKNod, to a greater or less 
degree, by most blind people, is well 
known; but just what it is or how far it 
may lx? carried, few understand; and 
even among those using it, to whom it is 
a matter of course, n simple everyday 
r xjk rienee, few, if any, have succ«‘eded 
in analyzing it satisfactorily. 
Though 
the faculty 
is as difficult to explain 
clearly to those not gifted with it ns 
would D* the jterception of the difference 
in colors or as sight itself to the blind, I 
will try to give some little id**a of it for 
the Inmeflt of those wishing to learn for 
themselves or others. 
It does not consist, as is sometimes 
fancied, in the skillful use of a cane or 
the exact memory of distances, though 
these are minor aids. 
It results from the 
union of hearing and the sens • of touch, 
iH.th trained to extraordinary delicacy 
and habituated to unusual services, com ­ 
ing to form a sort of “ sixth sense, ' as in­ 
stinctive. instantaneous and trustw orthy 
in iN activity as any of the familiar five. 
To illustrate*: If you walk rapidly along 
a quiet street, listening carefully to your 
footstepa, you will notice that the solid 
buildings and waits close to the sidewalk 
give hack a distinct echo, which instantly 
ceases at the ownings and 
crossings. 
This to the blind is equivalent to light 
and shadow, and is in its crudest begin­ 
nings the first element in the “ sixth 
sens.*“ above mentioned. 
Again, if you 
walk slowly, in tlie dark, up against a 
wall or closes 1 door, you will feel, ju st 
before striking it, upon the delicate nerves 
of the exposed J>ortion of the face a slight 
sensation like that which might 1» pro­ 
duced by an infinitely fine and light gos­ 
samer veil. 
It is caused by the increased 
compression or resistance of the elastic 
air when forced up against one solid }h*!v 
by the approach of another. 
*Rej>eat the experiment, and you find 
that the same thing is noticeable at a 
greater distance than at first. 
This is 
the germ of the second element already 


s p o k e n 
of. 
These 
two 
perceptions, 
blended 
into 
one 
consciousness 
and 
trained to i>crfe,otion by long years of 
practice, enable one to become aware a t 
a considerable distance of any obstacle in 
his path, to determine the size and aj>- 
proximate shape of objects he is passing, 
to tell 
the height of a wall without 
touching it; in short, to take cognizance 
of any and all landmarks necessary in 
making 
his way or finding a given 
locality. 
This faculty, based upon simple though 
generally unfam iliar natural laws, is, in 
some of its many forms of application, 
the source of most of the seemingly re­ 
markable feats performed by sightless 
persons in this connection; and it is with 
them so habitually in use, so much a 
part #f daily life, tnat its exercise Is in­ 
stinctive and unconscious, and tho blind 
scarcely realize that others employ a dif­ 
ferent process to arrive at the* same re­ 
sults. 
It is susceptible of almost im- 
measurable development. 
The writer 
has known a number besides himself who 
could count the shade trees when riding 
at full gallop along the middle of the 
street; tell the difference between a close 
or open fence, the distance of buildings 
from roadways, etc. 
The jxrsition of 
corners, gateways and the like art* much 
more easily learned. 
In walking every­ 
thing is of course much nearer, and the 
difficulty 
is 
greatly diminished. 
So 
every change in sidewalk or fence, every 
inequality beneath the feet or smallest 
post by the wayside, is a guide, as de­ 
finite and trustworthy as are buildings or 
signboards to him who sees.— Edward B. 
Perry in The Century. 


Life on a She e p R a nch. 
The life of the average “ wool king” of 
southern California is sufficiently monot­ 
onous. 
His sorry tenement of unplaned 
and unpainted boards generally stands 
stark and alone in the edge of the live 
oak timber, looking out over the great, 
naked sweltering mesa or treeless valley. 
It consists of two or three rooms (some­ 
times only one); plenty of interstices be­ 
tween the boards, no ceiling overhead, 
unless it may l*\ perhaps, a sheet of un­ 
bleached muslin, which bellies and falls 
in the wind, that has abundant entrance, 
or sags under the sw ift pit a pat of a rat 
scudding across it.
